I. Claims 1 through 1 1, drawn to an absorption solution/refrigerant system including a high- 
stage generator, classified in class 62, subclass 238.4. 

II. Claims 12 through 20, drawn to heat exchanger including turbulators, classified in class 
165, subclass 109.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II appear to be related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 

relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility 
by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination that is 
Invention I as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it neither 
requires the heat exchanger body of the subcombination that is Invention II as claimed nor does it require 
the central web being secured to one connecting element and at least one other of the turbulators 
including a separate central web secured to its own connecting element nor does it alternately require 
laterally inner flanges extending in a normal orientation relative to the central web The subcombination 
has separate utility such as in flue gas heat saver heat exchanger. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and the 
inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 
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5. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: the first 
species or the embodiment of Figures 3 through 5 ; and, the second species or the embodiment of Figures
